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WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Private 
computer companies seeking fat 
government contracts and federal 
employes who were supposed to in­ 
vestigate fraud in the Medicaid 
program allegedly were involved in 
wiretaps, conflicts of interest and 
influence peddling, according to testi­ 
mony before a Senate panel. 
Employes from the Medicaid an­ 
tifraud unit at the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare were to 
appear today before the Senate Per­ 
manent 
Subcommittee 
on 
Investigations to address the charges. 
After testimony Wednesday that an 
HEW employe had taken payments 
and services worth nearly $10,000 from 
a consulting firm and a computer 
company, HEW said the employe had 
been transferred from the antifraud 
unit pending a criminal investigation 
of “possible irregularities." 
Presidents of the two firms involved 
said they paid thousands of dollars to 
Charles Cubbler, a $32,231-a-year 
HEW employe, writing checks to 
“D.C. Chambless,” which is Cubbler’s 
wife’s maiden name. 
When Cubbler learned that Senate 
investigators were checking the 
transactions, the two executives 
testified, he asked them to destroy 
copies of checks written to the Chamb­ 
less name and to forge new expense 
account vouchers 
with 
his 
name 
omitted. 
Francis J. Melly, president of FMS 
Management Services Inc. of New 
York City, said he paid Cubbler 
$4,670.28 between June 1974 and 
September 1975 and gave him the free 
use of a lease car for 15 months in re­ 


turn for his services as a consultant. 
Praising Cubbler as a 
“ hard 
worker" who moonlighted at nights 
and on weekends, Melly said the 
association paid off when his firm won 
contracts totaling nearly $1 million for 
development of computerized 
Me­ 
dicaid systems in West Virginia, 
Maryland and Arizona. 


Richard Ney, president of Richard 
Ney Associates in Washington, D.C., 
said he paid $1,050 excluding expenses 
to the Chambless account in return for 
Cubbler’s tutoring. 


Melly said he saw no conflict of in­ 
terest in engaging Cubbler and Ney 
denied suggestions that he was an 
influence peddler. 
Melly and Ney testified that, at 
Cubbler’s suggestion, they forged 
expense account vouchers deleting the 
names of any employes in HEW’s 
Social and Rehabilitation Service 
entertained at company expense. 
But Ney said the additional request 
to lose or destroy checks written out to 
the Chambless name was a "foolish, 
cosmetic attempt” to cover Cubbler’s 
tracks and he refused. Melly said he 
also refused to destroy checks because 
the bank had copies in its records 
anyway. 
Subcommittee investigator David 
Vienna testified that he had found 
evidence that another computer 
company called Health Application 
Systems had wiretapped the phones of 
two of its employes last year to try to 
find out who was talking to General 
Accounting 
Office 
investigators 
looking into another aspect of the 
Medicaid program. 


Tax-Sharing V o te Set 


Auto Talks Straggle; 
N egotiator Absent 


DETROIT — Striking auto workers 
began picking up their first strike 
benefit checks as contract talks 
continued slowly between the United 
Auto Workers and the Ford Motor Co. 


“Negotiations should only be going 
so well," said a union volunteer at a 
Dearborn check distribution site 
Wednesday. 


So little was happening at the 
bargaining table that 
UAW 
Vice 
President Ken Barnum, head of the 
union’s Ford section, spent the day in 
the Cleveland area, mingling with 
pickets at Ford facilities there. He was 
expected to return to the table today. 
Bannon’s two-day absence rankled 
Ford bargainers, who reportedly were 
upset that he was making “political” 
trips to picket lines rather than work­ 
ing to bring the strike to a rapid end. 
A source close to the talks said, 
“With Bannon away from the table, 
ifs unlikely anything startling will 
happen or that any major issue will be 
settled." 
UAW President Leonard Woodcock 
remained in Dearborn for sub­ 
committee meetings, however, and a 
union spokesman said the talks still 
“were coming along.” 
The spokesman declined to specify 
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topics discussed in subcommittees, but 
said the meetings did not involve any 
of the key disputes which triggered the 
coast-to-coast walkout by 170,000 
hourly Ford workers Sept. 15. 


Those workers queud up at their 
local union halls Wednesday to pick up 
checks ranging from $40 for a single 
person to $50 for a worker with a 
spouse and family. 


The checks amounted to a fraction of 
their usual weekly take-home pay. 
Company officials estimated each of 
the workers was grossing nearly $350 a 
week, including overtime and shift 
premiums, before the walkout. 


Edward McCauley, a member of 
Dearborn Local 600, the largest local in 
the nation, said he hoped he and his 
family of four could survive on the 
checks. “You cut down where you 
can,” he said. “I can go three or four 
weeks, but if it goes longer ..." 


Some Local 600 members said they 
believed 
the 
company 
to 
be 
deliberately prolonging the strike. 


“They must know they can’t take 
stuff away," a 20-year Rouge plant 
veteran said, referring to union 
statements that Ford’s offers so far 
would take away existing benefits. 
Dividing the two sides at the time of 
the strike were disputes over wages, 
health care and layoff benefits, pen­ 
sions, job security and a key union 
demand for additional paid days off 
each year. 
Union sources have said a set­ 
tlement is at least a week away, 
although more optimistic company 
sources predict that a new three-year 
agreement, which would set the in­ 
dustry pattern for 700,000 auto workers 
at all four U.S. carmakers, could come 
at any time. 
The UAW strike fund holds a record 
$176 million, enough to weather a 
strike of more than four months. Union 
officials estimate strike benefits would 
total between $7.5 million and $8 
million a week, and rise to $11 million 
when the union begins paying mem­ 
bers’ health care and life insurance 
premiums. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
voted today to override President 
Ford’s veto of a $56.6 billion ap­ 
propriation bill for the departments of 
tabor and Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


The vote was 312 to 93, 42 more than 
the two-thirds needed to override. 


It left the final decision to the Senate, 
which was expected to act promptly. 
Ford had said the bill was in­ 
flationary, calling for $4 billion more 
spending than he had recommended 
for the departments. 
Supporters of the appropriation said 
Ford’s budget made no provision for 
rising costs and would have forced cuts 
in progams for children, the dis­ 
advantaged and the elderly. 
The House then moved toward 
consideration of a revenue sharing 
measure that could be the key to 
determine whether Congress meets its 
weekend deadline for adjournment. 
Ford said Wednesday he will sign or 
veto two different jobs bills only after 
Congress acts on the revenue sharing 
measure, for which he has pushed 
hard. 


The 
two 
jobs 
bills 
awaiting 
presidential action are a $3.7-billion 
measure for public works construction 
and legislation extending 260,000 
public service jobs in state and local 
governments through the coming 
fiscal year. 
Because these bills will be killed by a 
pocket veto if Congress adjourns and 
Ford doesn’t act IO days after he re­ 
ceived them, supporters of the 
measures want Ford to sign or veto 
them. If Ford vetoes them, Congress 
then could attempt an override before 


adjourning this weekend. 
Ford said Wednesday he will make 
decisions on the two bills if Congress 
approves the revenue-sharing bill that 
comes before the House today. That 
measure would provide $25.5 billion in 
federal revenue-sharing funds to 
cities, states and counties through 
1980. 
House Majority taad er Thomas P. 
O’Neill said Wednesday that Congress 
will stay in session beyond Friday if 


that is necessary to prevent a pocket 
veto. 
The veto of the HEW -tabor bill was 
Ford’s 59th in his 49 months in office. 
Of the 59, Congress has overridden ll. 
An override attem pt failed Wed­ 
nesday when the Senate sustained 
Ford’s veto of a bill authorizing $100 
m illion for research to develop 
automobiles that would pollute less 
and bum less fuel. The House voted to 
override but the Senate failed to do so. 


Congress also took these other ac­ 
tions Wednesday: 
JOBLESS BEN EFTS 
The unemployment tax on em­ 
ployers would be doubled and jobless 
benefits would be extended to all state 
and local government workers, under 
a bill approved by the Senate. The 
measure now goes to a conference with 
the House, which has approved a bill 
that is similar but which also extends

The Circleville Board of Public 
Utilities met with officials of the 
Circleville-Pickaway Corporation, 
Robert Huffer, and Laverne Wills in 
the City Council Chambers Wednesday 
evening at 7 p.m. The purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss the route of the 
sewer interceptor line from Ted tawis 
Park to the sewage treatment plant. 


The Board of public utilities had 
been negotiating with the Circleville 
Pickaway Corporation and Wills in an 
attempt to obtain an easement for the 
sewer 
through 
their 
property. 
According to the utilities board and 
officials of Floyd G. Brown and 
Associates, the consulting engineers 
on 
the 
project, 
the 
easem ent 
negotiations had become bogged down 
and the city had reached the point 
where it had to start considering an 
alternate route for the sewer. 
Robert 
Huffer, representing the 
Circleville-Pickaway Corporation and 
tavern Wills, stated that his clients 
wanted to know the progress and route 
of the sewer interceptor line. Huffer 
stated that he had been advised that 
the sewer would not go through his 
client’s properties, and that the EPA 


had stated that those properties would 
not be served by the sewer line on its 
alternate route. As a result, Huffer 
said, his clients would have to tie into 
the sewer at their own expense. Huffer 
expressed his concern at an apparent 
“ lack of communication" in the 
situation. Huffer said that an offer had 
been made to his clients, but they had 
never really had the chance to accept 
or reject the offer, and had then found 
out that the alternate route had been 
proposed. 


Ralph King, of Floyd G. Brown and 
Associates and one of the engineers 
representing the city, was the second 
person to address the gathering. 
King stated that negotiations had 
taken place with the Circleville- 
Pickaway Corporation and Wills, and 
that references had been made that the 
sewer line would increase the value of 
the property. King stated that the city 
had made an offer to the persons in­ 
volved in an attempt to gain the 
easement, but that as far as he knew, 
no return offer had been made from 
Mr. Huffer, in behalf of his clients. 
King went on to state that the city 
was dealing with the taxpayers’ 
money, and that the city had to con­ 
sider the economics of the situation. 


Under the laws of land acquisition, the 
property is appraised and just com­ 
pensation for the property is then 
offered. King stated that he felt the 
city had met its obligations along these 
lines.

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Carter Takes Cam paign Back On The Road

Jimmy Carter is taking his cam­ 
paign back on the road as President 
Ford considers calling a news con­ 
ference where he could be asked about 
reports that the Watergate special 
prosecutor is investigating whether 
Ford illegally diverted campaign 
contributions. 
Carter was returning to the cam­ 
paign trail today after two days of rest 
and strategy planning, mixed with 
some study on foreign policy issues for 
next Thursday night’s debate with 
Ford. 
For Ford, the schedule called for a 
resumption of his campaign strategy 
of remaining in Washington 
in the 
White House. 
But an administration source said 
late Wednesday that Ford is discussing 
with advisers the possibility of holding 
a news conference. The source said 
such a news conference could be held 
today or Friday. 
Both the vice presidential can­ 
didates, Republican Bob Dole and 
Democrat Walter Mondale, were 
campaigning in Pennsylvania today. 


The White House has consistently 
refused any comment on reports of the 
Watergate prosecutor’s probe into the 
records of the Republican organization 
in Ford’s old congressional district in 
Michigan. 
Ford spokesman Ron Nessen was 
asked about the reports at briefing 
sessions both 
Tuesday 
and 
Wed­ 
nesday, but refused to comment. On 
Wednesday, Nessen said, “We see no 
reason to answer a question on a 
charge that has not been made." 
But Carter increasingly has been 
pointing with criticism to the White 
House silence and Ford’s inac­ 
cessibility for reporter’s questions. 
Mondale suggested Wednesday that 
Ford should answer questions about 
the investigation and about financing 
of his congressional campaigns. 
Before launching today’s trip to the 
Northeast, 
Carter 
renewed 
his 
criticism of Ford for seeking votes 
from behind the White House gate. 
And he challenged Ford to meet 
reporters and discuss the Watergate 
prosecutor’s 
investigation 
that 
published reports say centers on 
whether Ford, while a congressman, 


“laundered" campaign contributions 
through his local GOP organization 
and diverted the funds to his own use. 
The Democratic nominee said 
Nessen took “a step in the right 
direction” when the White House press 
secretary said Ford had accepted 
three golfing trips and two other 
outings from U.S. Steel Corp. and that 
he had played golf on courses owned by 
three other corporations. 
Regarding Ford’s corporate golf 
outings, Carter said standards were 
less stringent before Watergate and 
that he does not think Ford violated the 
law. He added: “I hope the revelations 
are complete.” 
Carter said he accepted partial 
payment of expenses from foreign 
governments when he traveled as 
Georgia governor on promotional 
tours for his state. But he said his trips 
were “strictly business’’ and that 
there was no recreation or personal 
benefit from them. And, he said, 
“They were highly publicized.’’ 
He said that as governor he also 
traveled on corporate planes, but that 
he was on state business and the trips 
were always publicized. 


At home in Plains, Ga., on Wed­ 
nesday, Carter compared his cam­ 
paign with Ford’s. 
Ford has made only two campaign 
trips outside Washington, a one-day 
flight to his alma m ater in Michigan 
and a threeday jaunt through Carter’s 
native South. Ford plans a trip to the 
West next week before the Thursday 
debate in San Francisco. 
C arter 
ch aracterized his 
own 
campaign style as one of “total ac­ 
cessibility,” while saying Ford is 
“continuing the sort of private cam­ 
paign that was conducted by Mr. Nixon 
in 1968 and 1972.” 
Although Carter says he feels his 
type of campaign is best, he is holding 
fewer informal airport news con­ 
ferences than he once did, and he’s 
been advised by aides to be more 
cautious when answering questions be­ 
cause some of his rem arks have 
proven controversial. 
Mondale spoke Wednesday night to 
the United Mine Workers in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, w here he attacked F ord’s 
economic policies. 
Noting Ford’s claim to have turned 
the economy around, Mondale said, 


“ He certainly has. He’s turned it 
straight down. All of his rosy pre­ 
dictions have been belied by the 
facts.” 


Meanwhile, at a $125-a-plate GOP 
fundraising dinner Wednesday night in 
Chicago, Dole said he did not know 
whether Richard Nixon was guilty of 
wrongdoing in the Watergate scandal. 


“Everybody in the country’s now 
going to ask is he innocent or guilty. 
Well, I don’t know,” Dole told the 
Republicans. But earlier in the day he 
had told a Chicago television in­ 
terviewer that “ I don’t think he was in­ 
nocent.” 
Commenting on reports that Nixon 
proclaims his innocence in his yet-to- 
be-published memoirs, Dole said, “I 
think the author is trying to promote 
that book, and I guess if everybody in 
the country comments on whether this 
happens or that happens it might 
improve the sales.” 
Aides later said that they did not 
think Dole intended to imply that 
Nixon either had a role in leaking 
information about his memoirs or was 
engaged in promoting his book.

Ferguson added that the ADC 
distribution does not reflect food 
stamp allowances to the recipients. 
The 
state 
w elfare 
departm ent 
distributes food stamps, and ADC 
payments to those recipients choosing 
to receive stamps are reduced ac­ 
cordingly. 
Ferguson noted that the m ain 
October payment went to 6,580 less 
recipients than the one in September 
and descreased by $285,199 from the 
one last month. 
ADC payments are made to families 
with one parent or one unemployed 
parent on the basis of family size and 
financial resources. The ADC program 
is funded primarily by federal and 
state governments.

Better Heart 
Disease Risks 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The social 
stress of a daily job, long thought to be 
responsible for the susceptibility of 
men to heart disease, has not had the 
same effect on women, says an expert 
in coronary medicine. 
Dr. William Hazzard, a researcher 
at the University of Washington, told a 
symposium of the American Heart 
Association Wednesday that although 
more and more women are facing the 
pressures of the working world, they 
still have a “rem arkable resistance to 
coronary disease” and now outlive 
men longer than ever. 
The new evidence has left re­ 
search ers baffled about 
fem ale 
resistance to coronary disease. 
H azzard said another popular 
theory, that the female hormone 
estrogen helped combat heart disease, 
has recently been discounted. 
“For a while, we were even giving 
estrogen to men in hopes of preventing 
a second heart attack. It didn’t work,” 
he said. 
Aside from old age, being male is the 
biggest contributing factor to heart 
disease in Western societies, Hazzard 
said. 
Men are four times as likely as 
women to suffer heart disease in 
middle age as women, he said. The 
longevity gap between the sexes — an 
American woman’s average life span 
is now 76, compared with 68 for men — 
is ever-widening. 
It had been widely believed among 
scientists that males in industrialized 
nations were subjected to m ore 
socioeconomic stress than 
women 
were, and were therefore more prone 
to heart ailments. 
Hazzard said scientists believed that 
one solution might be “to ease some of 
the sociological factors and put less 
emphasis on all the machismo jazz.”

Isn’t 
this a dangerous thing to do — to take 
drugs indefinitely like that? 
Miss F. B., Iowa 


Dear Miss B.: 
This is a completely irresponsible 
way of taking drugs. It can only lead to 
problems. As you know, many people, 
women especially, think of a water pill 
as an adjunct to a weight-reducing 
program. 
This is not true. Diuretics (water 
pills) were created and are used for 
much 
more 
important 
medical 
problems that demand an increased 
loss of fluid in the body. 
One of the side effects of the long- 
sustained use of diuretic drugs is the 
depletion of minerals like sodium and 
potassium. This can upset the mineral 
balance in the body and produce 
problems that are difficult to control. 
I am certain that your sister’s 
physician did not write a prescription

Dear Mrs. B.: 
Ultrasound or ultrasonic vibrations 
do their damage because they are not 
heard as one hears conversational 
speech or music. 
These vibrations are thousands of 
cycles above those needed in con­ 
versation. They can and do affect the 
blood-brain barrier and can even af­ 
fect the production of sperm in some 
men. 
It seems possible that other organs, 
when bombarded for a long time, may 
have their function impaired, too. It is 
for this reason that the most stringent 
safety devices are now being in­ 
corporated in most factories. 
Ultrasonic sounds are being blocked 
with protective mechanisms so that 
people exposed to this “silent bom­ 
barder” may be spared its potential 
harm.

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - If 
you’ve got about $700, you can sit in 
your home and receive pictures of the 
Martian landscape 230 million miles 
away. 
And if you’re a ham radio operator, 
you can get the pictures for a lot less, 
particularly if you have a discarded 
television set. 
What’s it like to sit in your basement 
and look at pictures of Mars tran­ 
smitted by the Viking lander? 
“It’s fantastic,” says Bob Walton, 
59, a retired printing foreman and a 
ham operator. “The most striking 
photos I have are of volcanoes sticking 
up through the ice clouds, and of the 
Martian moon. 
“I keep waiting to see that Martian 
running around up there.” 
Walton says about 25 qualified ham 
radio operators are receiving the 
photos, and that one-third of the 
nation's 260,000 hams have the 
capability. 
Walton says those wanting the same 
peek at Mars need about $700 for a tape 
recorder, some cassettes, a converter, 
a ham band receiver and an old 
television set. 
Hooking this equipment together 
properly will give anyone a view 
across 
230 
million 
m iles 
of 
photographs transmitted by the Viking 
lander on Mars and relayed by off-duty 
technicians employed by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA). 
It 
began 
when 
NASA’s 
Jet 
Propulsion laboratory in Pasadena, 
Calif., broadcast on the 20-meter band 
last July that off-duty personnel would 
relay Martian pictures through their 
amateur radio station. 
When station 
NV6 
(NASA 1976 
Viking) began transmitting, Walton 


found a junked television set, replaced 
some parts, and was in business to 
receive the television picture. 


Walton tape records the signals and 
puts the recording through a con­ 
verter, turning the sound into pictures 
when played back. 
When an NV6 operator explains the 
photo vocally, "I also tape that. When I 
play it back, I can hear his explanation 
of what he’s showing. 
“High pitch sounds are white on the 
television screen, and low pitch are 
black. The ones in between give you 
the gray scales. They form a picture.” 
Walton’s next step is three-di­ 
mensional pictures of the Martian 
landscape. 
He says NV6 transmits “a left-hand 
picture and a righthand picture of 
Mars. I arrange two mirrors in a vee-

With frustration - 
and with a new idea to ease it. 
She was not surprised to read the 
latest polls which revealed that 
millions of Americans will not vote in 
the coming election, "But I found the 
report the most discouraging and 
dangerous thing I can imagine, not 
only to us but to the world. Washington 
inevitably will become tyrannical, and 
so will state governments and local 
governments, 
if the 
people 
don’t 
care." 
And the people don’t care. Mead 
knows, because "they have come to 
feel that their individual vote doesn't 
count - one of the inevitable reactions 
that comes with big numbers. And this 
is because very few people understand 
the structure of this country- and the 
way electoral districts are put 
together, so that a handful of votes can 
make all the difference . .. 
"During the Kennedy-Nixon elec­ 
tion, which was very close, the dif­ 
ference in the state of Illinois was said 
to be only 8,000 votes. That is exactly 
one vote a precinct. One vote a 
precinct! This means - and the people 
must be told what it means - that, in 
our system, single votes (in strategic 
areas i can throw a major state of the 
United States to a candidate; it can 
decide whether the U.S. goes into a 
war or doesn’t go into a war, whether 


we have a president who cares about 
people or one who does favors for in­ 
dustry We must show Americans that 
every’ single vote is important; you 
never know but what yours may be the 
deciding one.” 
To relay that message to the people, 
Dr. Mead is urging two plans: 
- "I am trying to encourage com- 
muntyes to make a map of their own 
electoral districts for that Nixon- 
Kennedy election in 1960, and record 
how the vote came out. That’s a good 
election to illustrate single-vote im­ 
portance, because it was so very, very 
close.” 
She suggests that the map could be 
drawn up by any interested local 
group: the P.T.A., league of Women 
Voters, or perhaps high school 
students as a civics or history class 
project.

necessitating only checking the files of 
local newspapers for the election 
results of that day. And it would be a 
totally non-partisan project, aimed at 
getting out the vote of every citizen, 
regardless of political party. 
- "I am also urging that the young 
people and the senior citizens will work 
in teams to get out the vote. I’m hoping 
that older people who don’t have 
transportation will invoke teenagers 
with driver’s licenses to drive them to 
register or to vote. And if the senior 
citizens do have transportation, then 
I’m urging them to take young people 
with them when they go to vote, so the 
youngsters will see the process in

person. I have found that children who 
are taken by their fathers or mothers 
to the voting places, while they were 
young, never lose the understanding of 
the importance of the democratic 
process. People of my age (she is 74) 
know what our votes mean; in cam­ 
paign after campaign, we’ve seen it 
and felt the excitement. We can pass it 
on to the children.” 
Dr. Mead, sitting in her curator 
emeritus’ tower office at New York’s 
Museum of Natural History, recalls 
her breaking-in as an active enthusiast 
for the two-party system. "I was seven 
and my little brother, who was five, 
picked up election fever and he nagged' 
my father to go down and vote for Taft. 
Well, Taft’s election was a dead cinch 
and my father didn’t think it necessary

at him. So finally, he went. 
"A s it turned out, the right member 
of the school board won by just one 
vote. My father wasn’t needed to elect 
Taft, but by voting on the whole slate, 
he changed the position of'the school 
board. So I’ve never lost the belief that 
my vote matters - or that everything I 
do matters. When I thank a taxi driver 
for being out in the rain, somehow I 
feel I’m helping keep other drivers out 
when it rains. It gives you a sense of 
Citizenship Power, when you see one 
vote win. I wish everyone could feel 
it.” 
Bom in a Republican family which 
changed political allegiance 
when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt came on the 
scene, Dr. Mead is a registered 
Democrat who is so dedicated to the 
two-party system that people who 
register independent infuriate her: 
"This bunch of independent voters who 
don’t do any work, don’t participate in 
anything, just sit around and see if 
they like the jib of somebody’s jaw and 
vote for somebody whose face they 
like, they can be a menace.”

elections, and Mead says, "We get a 
bad presidential term whenever 
there’s a landslide.” Such elections -

No President can move if 
there’s no way to find out who the 
people are, and how they feel he should 
act.

Wild Rice Harvesters Busy Now 


WAIJCER, Minn. 
(AP) — Judy 
Weiss and a companion lugged the 
canoe to the lakes of northern Min­ 
nesota, loaded it with a pair of 30-inch 
rice flails and a duckbilled pole and 
shoved off. 
Four hours later they were back with 
aching 
m uscles, 
dirty 
clothes, 
blistered hands and 162 pounds of wild 
rice. loiter, they sold their harvest for 
$113. 
Miss Weiss, a secretary, and her 
companion were among the thousands 
who take canoes and rice boats into the 
lake country late each summer to 
harvest wild rice. They use the same 
methods the Chippewa Indians used 
centuries ago. 
It’s simple. A one-pound flail sweeps 
the rice stalks into the boat. The 
second flail knocks the blackish rice 
grains out of the stalks and into 
waiting receptacles. 
Miss Weiss and the others like her — 
they call themselves ricers — say they 
harvest for the money. But they 
concede the call of the rice is as strong 
as the lure of the dollar. 
“It’s a necessary part of my in­ 
come,” said Roy Oothoudt, who closed 
his outboard motor repair shop to join 
the harvest. He said he expected to 
make up to $500 in the two-week sea­ 
son. 
“ The 
motors 
can 
wait 
until 
evening,” he said. “The rice can’t.” 


Minnesota tops all states in wild rice 
production, turning out about lVi 
million pounds of finished rice each 
year. Agriculture officials estimate 
the state furnishes 75 per cent of the 
wild rice sold in grocery stores 
throughout the nation. 
More than 1,500 persons paid the $4 
fee at the Cass County Courthouse in 
Walker for the right to rice in state- 
controlled waters this season. Another 
2, 400 permits were sold to those who 
wanted to gather the grain on the 
Leech 
Lake 
Indian 
Reservation 
nearby. 
“It’s a damn love-hate thing,” said 
Cass County Sheriff Louis Chalich, one 
of the big rice buyers in the area. “It’s 
hard work but there’s something about 
it.” 
Each afternoon during the rice 
season, Chalich is at home, his two- 
stall garage a rice-buying station. 
Ricers, some under verbal contract, 
drive vans and cars into his driveway, 
sweep leeches and worms from their 
rolled up trousers and hang rice sacks 


on a scale. Chalich pays 70 cents a 
pound. 
Chalich said he will buy 25, OOO 
pounds of rice, selling it to different 
retailers. He is one of about a dozen 
buyers in the county. 
Chamber of Commerce Manager 
Jeannie Berg said ricing is a necessary 
part of the county’s economy. “In a 
small town like this, most people have 
two or three deals going to keep alive 
and make enough money,” she said. 
“Ricing is part of that.” 
Darrow Gibbs, who owns Gibbs Wild 
Rice Plant at nearby Deer River, said 
more than half the 1.5 million pounds 
of unfinished rice he will buy will be 
from paddy growers who use machines 
to harvest the crop. 
“The paddies are giving the market 
stability,” Gibbs said. 
Oialich shrugged and agreed that 
some day rice paddies and plants like 
Gibbs' will run him out of business. 
“Eventually they will do away with 
little guys like me," he said. “My days 
are numbered.”

The C ircle v ille Herald, Thursday Septem ber 30, 1976 
talons, Rhodes Continue Economic Clash 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes should help develop 
solutions to Ohio’s economic problems 
rather than “ issue press releases and 
make speeches” publicizing the state’s 
economic problems, two legislative 
committee chairmen say. 
Chairmen George D. Tablack of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
and John E. Johnson of the House 
Agriculture and Natural Resources 
Committee called on 
Rhodes for 
“ substantive proposals.” 
They said that up to now, the 
Republican governor has failed to 
offer alternatives to his economic 
package turned down by voters in 1975, 
and at the same time has been 
“ grandstanding” for his own political 
purposes. They discounted four recent 
bills Rhodes said he wants to discuss 
with top legislative leaders. 
The result has been, said Tablack, D- 
52 Campbell, that the governor has 
been discouraging the business 
climate in Ohio with his public pro­ 
nouncements. 
Rhodes has sent the legislature four 
bills he claims would help improve 
Ohio’s economic potential. The first 
came June IO, the same day he blasted 
Democratic leaders in a Joint session 
speech for doing “ nothing” about 
finding ways to expand Ohio’s 
economic base. 
Three more came Sept. 15 during a 
four-day legislative session devoted 
mostly to the state’s Medicaid 
problem. 
In those four measures, the governor 
seeks to provide new or expanding 
industry with tax moratoriums and 
other incentives. 


Tablack and Johnson said the 
proposals are an attempt to ressurect 
the old ballot issues voters clearly did 
not want, and otherwise represented 
“a hit or miss approach to changing 
Ohio’s tax programs (that) shows no 
concern at all for the overall tax 
structure of Ohio.” 


The Democrats extended to Rhodes 
and his cabinet members an invitation 
to appear before the joint legislative 
committee recently organized to study 
businessmen’s problems. They said 
certain criteria should be kept in mind 
for offering solutions. 
In their joint statement, the com­ 
mittee chairmen 
said any tax 
reduction must apply to all taxpayers 
in the same class, must not shift 
burden among different segments, 
must not result in revenue losses for 
local governments, and provide that 
losses in property tax revenues to local 
governments must be replaced with 
other tax revenues based on ability to 
pay. 


Tablack and Johnson denied the 
governor’s charge that the legislature 
has done nothing about the problems, 
and listed seven new laws Democrats 
enacted in recent months. At the same 
time, the Democrats said Rhodes paid 
little attention to the legislature’s joint 
economic conference which spanned 
several weeks late last year and early 
this year. 


Among the bills cited by them was 
one that makes possible a phase down 
in tangible personal property taxes (on 
equipment and inventories) if business 
growth is sufficient to cover revenue 


losses resulting from the phase down 
Rhodes let it become law without his 
signature. The new law calls for an­ 
nual two per cent reductions in the 
tangible assessment rates, from their 
present 45-50 per cent of true value 
down to an eventual uniform 35 per 
cent, ending after the sixth year if 
growth permits. 
The chairmen also listed other 
measures that permitted the state to 
make loans for the construction of coal 
gasification plants, which became 
effective Aug. 26; appropriated 15 mil­ 
lion asked by Rhodes to try to lure a 
Volkswagen plant to Ohio (it since has 
located in Pennsylvania), effective 
June 28; implemented a consitutional 
amendment to permit direct loans to 
private corporations and individuals 
for the purpose of saving jobs in Ohio, 
effective Aug. I, 1975; excluded from 
the sales tax equipment used to con­ 
vert coal to coke and to reclaim strip- 
mined land, effective Aug. 27; ex­ 
cluded certain computer activity from 
the sales and use tax, Aug. 27, and 
created an urban redevelopment tax 
increment fund to assis and en­ 
courage private development in core 
city areas, Aug. ll. 
The bill submitted by Rhodes la s 
June provides for city councils to 


extend 12-year exemptions from the 
tangible personal property tax to in- 
duSries locating or expanding in 
Ohio’s inner cities. They already can 
get reduced real eSate taxes under 
Ohio’s three-year-old impacted cities 
law. 
Chairman Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, held two hearing on the 
legislation at the September session 
but left it pending to try to determine 
its fiscal impact, she said. 
the three September bills all were 
introduced in the House and have not 
had hearings. They seek to provide 
industries with tax breaks and in­ 
vestment credits for the creation of 
jobs and for the purchase of new 
capital equipment. 
Rhodes claims his package would 
restore taxpayer status to the 
unemployed, eliminate blight, and 
assure recovery of exempted real 
estate and personal property taxes by 
boosting collections of other taxes such 
as income and sales. 
Valiquette and others, including 
some Republicans, said they want 
more assurances about what the 
legislation might do to already ailing 
local governments and school dis­ 
tricts.

19 Districts 
Join Cincy 
School Suit 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Nineteen 
suburban school districts in Hamilton 
County were added Wednesday as 
defendants 
in 
the 
1974 
school 
desegregation suit against the Cin­ 
cinnati Board of Education by the 
NAACP. 
The suit was filed by NAACP at­ 
torney Louis Lucas, asking U.S. 
District Judge David S. Porter to 
devise a desegregation plan under a 
metropolitan school concept. 
The 33-page amendment made six 
allegations concerning the suburban 
districts which had a total 1975 enroll­ 
ment of 68,575. Cincinnati’s school 
population was 68,023. with 34,115 
blacks or 50.1 per cent black. 
The allegations which applied to one 
or more of the the suburban districts 
were: 
- The Ohio Board of Education 
approved land transfers from Cin­ 
cinnati to suburban districts giving 
Cincinnati more black enrollment and 
suburban 
districts 
more 
white 
students. 
—Suburban and state school of­ 
ficials worked in unspecified ways to 
select school sites to foster segregation 
throughout the metropolitan area; 
—Segregation within the Cincinnati 
district allowed for white suburban 
islands surrounded by black Cincinnati 
schools; 
—School officials have taken ad­ 
vantage of discriminatory housing and 
zoning laws to exclude blacks from 
some suburban communities; 
—State 
officials 
approved 
segregation by relying on attendance 
boundaries to contain black children 
largely within the Cincinnati district; 
—State financing allows suburban 
school districts to spend more money 
per pupil with less tax effort than the 
Cincinnati School District. The suit 
alleges that the situation fosters racial 
imbalances.

“The Giants' Feast” and “The Tyger 
Voyage”. The intriguing illustrations 
in both books are worth more than a 
quick glance.

Ohio Statehouse 
Once The Largest

A part of Ohio’s heritage perhaps not 
fully appreciated now is its Statehouse, 
once the largest capitol in the nation 
and still attractive to visitors. 
Its building began during the term of 
Gov. Wilson Shannon, a Belmont 
County Democrat, 1838-1840. Shannon 
had another distinction—he was the 
first governor bom in the state. 
The

stone 
building 
in 
Columbus where so many Ohioans 
began careers leading to national fame 
had its cornerstone put in place July 4, 
1839, but more than 20 years were to 
pass before completion of the building. 
In 1840 the Legislature repealed the act 
ordering erection of the Statehouse 
and for six years nothing was done. 
Then followed 15 years of work, with 
convicts doing the actual labor. It’s 
cost was (1,644,000, a great sum in 
those days. 
The original building was 304 feet

long and 184 feet wide, with a cupola 
136 feet high, often called a “silo” or a 
“cheese-box” by politicians. But its 
plain Doric architecture, with thick 
columns, has always been impressive 
in its dignity. The structure is of 
limestone from quarries near the city, 
but 4,892 pieces of marble were in the 
rotunda when built, the design having 
a special meaning. In the center are 13 
blocks representing the original 
states; the first circle around them 
stands for the unorganized territory of 
the time when the Union was formed; 
the second circle refers to the 
louisiana Purchase, the third stands 
for the territory taken from Mexico 
and the fourth indicates the Con­ 
stitution which binds all in one. Each of 
the 32 points in the “sunburst” is for 
one of the states then in the Union. 
As years passed the great stone 
building became far too small for the 
government of the state. A Supreme 
Court Annex, now scheduled for 
removal, was erected in 1899. Other 
great office buildings followed.

MOSCOW (AP) - While the cost of 
mailing a letter has risen in the United 
States from 3 cents to 13 cents since 
World War II, the price of a first class 
stamp in the Soviet Union has 
remained for all those years at 4 
kopeks, or 5 cents at the current of­ 
ficial exchange rate. 
In addition to that, the Soviet post 
office claims it isn’t losing money. The 
U.S. Postal Service lost nearly a billion 
dollars in the 1975 fiscal year. 
But the Soviet balance sheet benefits 
from government ownership of the air 
and rail lines that carry the mail and 
from much lower salaries for postal 
workers. A mailman here is said to 
earn the equivlent of (105 a month as 
opposed to more than (14,000 a year an 
American letter carrier makes. The 
average factory worker’s wage in the 
Soviet Union is (195 a month. 
The Soviet post office refused to 
grant an interview to talk about the 
postal service, so no official claim is 
available about the quality of postal 
worker performance. One Soviet 
source said the average Soviet post of­ 
fice employe is 21* times less efficient 
than his American counterpart,

The country has no junk advertising 
mail and most people pay their bills in 
person, not by post. But balancing this 
is the sheer size of the country, the 


government’s effort to keep a per­ 
manently staffed post office in every 
settlement of 200 or more people and 
the need to serve countless arctic and 
military outposts. 
Published figures show the Soviet 
post office had to handle 48 billion 
items in 1974 (an average of 19 items 
for every citizen), compared to 89 
billion in the United States (an average 
of 440 items for each member of 
America’s smaller population). More 
than three-quarters of the Russian 
system's load was newspapers and 
magazines; in the United States, about 
12 per cent of mail consists of 
periodicals.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Cincinnati 
Bengals rookie wide receiver Billy 
Brooks has concluded, after failing to 
start against the Green Bay Packers 
last week, that he’s going to have to 
play with pain. 
Brooks suffered a hip point bruise in 
the opening victory against Denver 
and it did two things to him in the 28-27 
loss to the Baltimore Colts: it slowed 
him down and it worried him into 
mistakes. 
"My feelings immediately after the 
game” Sunday when the Bengals beat 
the Packers was "I’ve been here 
before.” 
Chip Myers started and Brooks ran 
one pass pattern. He referred to his 
career at Oklahoma when he caught 
only 12 passes in two seasons because 
he was used mainly as blocker on a 
running team 
Then came the Baltimore game. "It 
hurt to take off like this,” said Brooks, 
clapping his hands to illustrate. “So, 
against Baltimore I took off slow, 
gradually building up speed as I ran. 
“No one asked Billy Brooks how he 
felt, so I just went along.” 
After the loss, he said the coaches let 
him know about his slowness. 
"I guess I’ve got to learn to play with 
pain.” 
He said he also made mistakes while 
thinking about his running problem. 
"I was nervous for that game. I 
really wanted to do well but I was 
hurting. I knew there were things I 
couldn’t do physically. It made me 
nervous,” Brooks said. 
Twice he lined up incorrectly with 
fellow wide reciever Isaac Curtis. 
Brooks was to be the flanker and 
Curtis the split end. 
Brooks failed to line up a yard back 
from the line of scrimmage. It wasn’t 
called by the officials until he did it the 
second time. 
"I’m not making excuses. It should 
never have happened, but it did. I 
made some mistakes. The coaches 
must have felt they were terrible, 
terrible mistakes. I’ll accept that but I 


didn’t lose the game.” 
Brooks said he intends to follow the 
directions of his coaches without 
question. 
"I’m not coming down on the 
coaches of our team,” he said.

Economic Pause Being Analyzed 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A man 
involved in a publicized Ohio case 15 
years ago has been charged with 
hiring his brother to kill the son of his 
recently divorced wife and to use acid 
to blind a woman friend of his former 
spouse. 
Arthur Clinton Nebb, 54, of Hun­ 
tington Park, was arrested and 
charged Monday, then released on 
$10,000 bail, authorities said. 
He was to be arraigned today on one 
count of solicitation to commit murder 
and one count of solicitation to commit 
assault with great bodily injury by use 
of caustic chemicals. 
Nebb was involved in a precedent- 
setting 1961 
Ohio case over the 
shooting deaths of his then-estranged 
first wife and a male companion and 
served a brief portion of a one to 20 
year prison sentence. 
Nebb moved to California after his 
prison release and had been working 
as a mechanic in Lynwood, authorities 
said. 
According to district attorney’s 
investigators, 
Nebb 
offered 
a 
brother $7,000 to shoot his ex-wife’s 
son, a marine stationed at China Lake, 
and an additional $3,000 to pour acid 
into the eyes of the worhan who Is a 
close friend of his former wife. 
Investigator Diane Eagan said Nebb 
asked the brother to first physically 
assault and batter the female un­ 
conscious, pour acid in her eyes and 
‘then poke them out.” She said the 
second job was to kill the son with a 
high-powered rifle. 
Nebb’s arrest climaxed a three-week 


MIAMI (AP) — Earl Petinsky is 
crippled by polio and restricted to 
driving at speeds of 12 miles per hour 
or less in his specially equipped three- 
wheeler. But now he’s got a ticket for 
driving too slow. 
‘‘The officer was nice to me. He was 
just doing his job,” said Petinsky. 
“And I’m just trying to get by.” 
His employer, however, was not as 
gracious, and described the traffic 
summons as “ridiculous.” 
“People like Earl ought to be 
rewarded. He is trying to be self- 
sufficient. It’s fantastic to see this 
much gumption. What’s he supposed to 
do, lock himself in the bedroom and 
never go out?” says Earl Stuart of Fox 
Enterprises. 
To get to his job at Fox Enterprises, 
Petinsky must travel part of the way 
on busy streets, and police say he got 
the ticket in July for driving too slow 
on one of those streets. 
He was scheduled to appear in 
traffic court today to answer the 
traffic summons. 
Petinsky, 28, paralyzed from the 
waist down since the age of 2, says he 
can’t drive a car at normal speeds 
because of his reaction time. 
He used to travel the 2*4 miles from 
his home to his job as a telephone 
answering machine salesman in a 
batterypowered wheelchair. But last 
January he was struck by a car. He 
was hospitalized for three weeks and 
his chair was demolished. 
His parents bought him his current 
vehicle, a three-wheeler similar to a 
golf cart. It has a gasoline engine and 
is equipped with lights, license plates 
and hand controls. 
Petinsky, a graduate of Miami-Dade 
Community College, also acquired a 
driver’s license, which restricts him to 
the 12 m.p.h. maximum speed. A 
governor is fitted to the vehicle to keep 
its speed down. 
“This individual has already been 
involved in one accident,” a Miami 
police sargeant said. “The officer who 
gave him that ticket is an outstanding 
gentleman. He does not write garbage 
tickets. On the street, our function is 
safety.” 
But handicapped activists say they 
see the ticket as an example of laws 
which they charge deny the afflicted 
their basic rights. 
“What are we supposed to do, sit on 


investigation which began after the 
brother, whom authorities refused to 
identify, came to California from 
another state to discuss plans for the 
incidents, then informed the FBI 
which brought the case to the district 
attorney’s office, officials said. 
Clayton Anderson, assistant chief of 
the district attorney’s bureau of in­ 
vestigation, also refused to name the 
intended victims, saying that to do so 
might endanger them.

Following 
his surrender a month after the 
shootings, Nebb went through a trial in 
which the judge allowed a state 
psychiatrist to hypnotize Nebb in the 
courtroom for the purpose of recalling 
events which led to the shootings. 
Nebb testified he had gone to his 
estranged wife’s home to give his 
daughter a present and became 
enraged when he saw the woman and a 
man enter a bedroom and remove 
their clothes. 
Nebb testified that he called an 
attorney and a friend to witness the 
two together. He insisted he did not 
plan to shoo* either his wife or her 
lover, but to only hold a gun on them 
until witnesses arrived. 
He then testified that the wife 
grabbed the gun and he shot her and 
Stepp. 
TTie prosecutor allowed Nebb to 
change his plea to manslaughter after 
hearing the hypnotized version of the 
story.

Drug Problems 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — The 
drug problems of the elderly are a 
growing concern of doctors, according 
to Dr. Wenell Lipscomb, a Berkeley 
psychiatrist. 
Some older people abuse mind- 
altering drugs in an attempt to escape 
from loneliness and boredom. Others 
are unintentional victims of the 
“spaced-out grandma” syndrome — 
peculiar behavior resulting from the 
interactions of drugs prescribed for 
the ailments of old age, he says. 
The “spaced-out grandma” syn­ 
drome is apt to develop, Lipscomb 
says, when patients are overtreated 
for the multiple conditions common in 
old age, such as sleeplessness, high 
blood pressure, arthritis and mood 
swings. 
The problem is apt to arise when 
doctors 
prescribe 
multiple 
prescriptions for these ailm ents, 
producing in the patient’s system a 
cocktail of different drugs which can 
cause strange behavior. 
The chemical psychosis clears up as 
soon as the patient is taken off the 
drugs, he said.

MR Programs 


Dr. Timothy B. Moritz, director, 
Ohio Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation has announced the 
release of more than $8.3 million in 
state funds as reimbursement to the 
state's 86 county boards of mental 
retardation for fiscal year 1976. 
Pickaway County received $37,262.65. 
Approximately 20,722 mentally 
retarded Ohioans are enrolled in State 
supported programs, including 1,132 
children 
enrolled 
in 
pre-school 
classes; 9,344 school age children 
enrolled in community classes and 
activity centers or workshops. 
Also included in the total are 6,417 
adults working in supervised sheltered 
workshops or enrolled in adult activity 
centers, and 3,829 individuals of all 
ages receiving the services of home 
trainers. 
This is an addition to approximately 
7,115 residents in the nine state in­ 
stitutions for the mentally retarded. 
The total reimbursable requests for 
school year 1975-1976 for all county 
programs have exceeded the funds 
available in the subsidy line item 
account by $382,140. The department 
has pro-rated the deficit among all 
counties equally resulting in a reim­ 
bursement factor of 95.643345 per cent. 
Each county received a check for 
95,643445 
per cent of the 
reim­ 
bursement for which it was eligible. 
“In previous years 11.2 per cent to 
21.2 per cent of authorized funds were 
lapsed due to lack of reimbursable 
requests,” Dr. Moritz said. “This 
year’s fiscal problem is the result of 
more rapid than anticipated expansion 
and improvement of the programs.”
